Cardinal Newman is 92 years old 
and be lins only just retired from the active 
performance of his duties.

as so poor that he said it would be useless lo

him Pope, for he had scarcely six 
months to live. 
His health now is very 
good, and I assure you that Leo X III. has 
no nolion of dying to please any one.” 
“ In the event of the death of the Pope 
where will his successor probably come 
from 
“ Italy, beyond a doubt." 
“ Then this talk about an Afncrican Car­ 
dinal succeeding is without foundation ? ” 
“ Entirely. There are many reasons why an 
AnieHciin will not be elevated to the Papacy. 
To begin with, an American, no mntler how 
learned he may be, however well posted on 
European affairs, is unfitted to occupy the 
Papal See, 
He must be au fa it with Euro­ 
pean affairs, conversant with the political and 
spiritual conditions of France, Germany. 
Italy, England, Spain, in fact the whole 
world. 
No American can grasp the situa­ 
tion in all its details. 
Ilis education, sur- 
rouuding9 and life are totally different from 
that of the man who is fitted ^o fill the Pa­ 
pacy. 
The people of Europe are gradually 
taking up American theories and systems of 
life and government, hut it will be 100 years 
before the conditions are such that it would he 
possible for an American Cardinal to become 
itie Head of the Catholic Church. 
In the 
election of a Pope the Conclave of Cardinals 
look at the man, not where he comes from. 
His ability, his broadness of mind, his views 
and liis cosmopolitanism are the features 
which weigh in the selection of an Executive 
Head of the Church. At the same time, how­ 
ever, there is every rca-on to believe that the 
successor of Leo X III will come from among 
the Italian Cardinals.”

TAFFY FOR THE FARMERS. 


The New Yoik Sta r reports Gov. Hill as 
d eclarin g himself ojqiosed to lon g campaign s 
of ed ucation , an d g ’vin g his reason s therefor 
as follows : 


Tbe farm ers keep the run o f the Leg islature dur­ 
ing the winter m o nths, when they have little or 
no thing to do, just as strictly as the most acco m ­ 
plished edito rs, and the talk o f all the cam p aig n 
o rato rs in the state during A ug ust. Septem ber and 
October canno t budg e them o ne whit from th e 
g ro und they have taken when the leg isla tive ses­ 
sion is ended and th e G o verno r's (Inal actio n has 
been taken. There isn't a farm er in New York state 
to -day who can Is- enlig htened by any edito r on the 
questio n o f the increase o f the tax rate by the last 
Leg islature, or as to the actual facts relative to the 
Governor's veto es. 
The Govern or hits hitherto placed his re­ 
lian ce for success upon the vote of the large 
cities, in which the liquor party is stron g. 
In a campaign to elect a state ticket he can 
coun t more con fid en tly upon the stren gth an d 
usefuln ess of their support than an y other 
force in the state. 
He w as elected by the 
whisky crowd last fall, while Clevelan d was 
trad ed off by the whisky vote, whatever 
there was of it, in the Republican party. But 
Hill d id n ot make man y gain s amon g the 
farmers. 
In tbit teen rural coun ties of the 
state he actually ran In lan d Clevelan d . A fter 
the election was over the whole Democratic 
party, Hill in clud ed , join ed in a gen eral 
chorus of abuse atrain st the 
farmers. 
The 
workmen in the cities were praised because 
» few of these cities, by the aid of the slum 
clemen t, had kept up the Democratic vote. 
But the farmers were sin gled out for d en un ­ 
ciation an d their ign oran ce was assailed be­ 
cause they had n ot been impressed by the 
Democratic “ campaign of in tellect." 
They 
were in formed in very hitter word s that they 
had voted again st their own in terests, an d 
there would lie n o Democratic pity wasted in 
their behalf if misfortun e overcame them. 
But in the comin g election Gov. Hill’s su­ 
preme object is to capture the Sen ate, in 
ord er that his n omin ation s of Democratic 
heelers, sluggers.beggars an d thieves may be 
con firmed in fat offices, an d also because 
such success would give him a grip upon the 
Un ited States Sen atorship n ext year.

state ticket, which he would have some 
chan ce of electin g by con cen tratin g the whis­ 
ky vote in the cities on ce more, he d oes n ot 
care for an d is willin g to sacrifice, if thereby 
he can gain con trol of the Sen ate.

Sen atorial election s the farm er vote coun ts. 
Though he should elect every Sen ator in New 
York an d on Lon g Islan d , in Westchester 
an d Alban y, the Republican s would -till 
have a m ajority un less the farmers in the in ­ 
terior came to his aid . 
Hen ce his sud d en d is­ 
covery that they are in formed even beyon d 
the n ewspapers that they read , an d are in the 
habit of formin g their con clusion s in re­ 
gard to the acts of the Legislature an d 
the 
vetoes 
of 
the 
Govern or 
even 
before 
ren d in g 
the 
n ews. 
He 
is then fore un w illin g to sen d campaign ora 
tors in to the coun try to en lighten them d ur­ 
in g the season when they are gatherin g their 
crops. 
He lielieves that in I heir toil their 
min d s are firmly set, an d that they are thin k­ 
in g on ly of the n efarious Sen ators an d As­ 
semblymen whom they sen t last year to A l­ 
ban y an d of the ever great an d glorious 
David B. Hill. 
He is willin g to leave the 
issue in their han d s. 
We are n ot goin g to abuse the Govern or 
for the con tem ptuous opin ion which he ex­ 
presses con cern in g n ewspapers an d ed itors, 
though we are sure that lie has sen t ad rift an 
opin ion which will d o the press of the state 
great in jury, provid ed all the farmers of the 
state agree with him. 
For why should they 
con tin ue to subscribe an d pay for papers an d 
waste their own time an d that of their boys 
aud girls in read in g them if they afford n o 
en lighten men t ? 
Is 
there 
n o 
in form a­ 
tion 
for 
them 
either 
in 
the 
Democratic n ewspapers that d efen d the Gov­ 
ern or’s vetoes of the high licen se an d Yed d er 
tax hills, or in the Republican n ewspapers 
which in sist that these vetoes have cost the 
taxpayers $5,000,000 a year for the en rich 
men t of the liquor trad e? 
Gov. Hill d id n ot 
use to 
thin k this way. 
He on ce en tered 
in to a partn ership w ith W in , M. Tweed for 
the purchase of his Elm ira n ewspaper, an d 
the $10,000 which Tweed put in to]the con cern 
has n ever been paid back to the city of New- 
York from which it was stolen , n either has 
the city ever been paid an y d ivid en d s on the 
stock. 
The Govern or on ce had great faith 
in all n ewspapers, even stolen on es. 
To d ay 
he regard s them as of n o accoun t an d he 
looks upon a Democratic campaign of ed u­ 
cation as sure to en d in d isaster. 
He relies, 
more than ever before, upon such election 
method s as the Saxton ballot bill would have 
preven ted , though on e of his creatures has 
d eclared that Democratic votes have recen tly 
gon e up from $1 to $25 a head right here 
in Ulster coun ty. 
Farmers, remember that Gov. Ill'll wan ts 
your votes this year an d wan ts them bad ly, 
in ord er that he m ay carry the Sen ate an d 
put some ot the worst scoun d rels in the state 
in fat offices.

A “ COMMON SCOLD ” CONVICTED. 


A Hud son Coun ty jury yesterd ay con victed 
Mrs. Mary Brad y of Lafayette, N. J., of 
• bein g a common scold . 
Twen ty witn esses 
testified that she was a public n uisan ce. The 
in d ictm en t had been foun d a week before, on 
the complain t of Mrs, W in n ifred Dood y, her 
n ext-d oor n eighbor. 
Mrs. Dood y was the 
first witn ess called at the trial. 
She said she 
became acquain ted with Mrs. Brad y a year 
ago last Jun e, an d had been wishin g she 
had n ’t ever sin ce. 
They had been frien d s a 
mon th when Mrs. Brad y began to scold . 
Then , when ever the witn ess wen t on the 
street, Mrs. Brad y would say: “ Ah, here she 
comes, there she goes, the gray-haired old 
hag.” 
Mrs. Brad y n ot on ly scold ed Mrs. 
Dood y but all the rest of the n eighbors. 
Mrs. Rice, a han d some youn g woman who 
sometimes called on Mrs. Dood y, corrobo­ 
rated 
her 
testimon y, 
“ tin e 
told 
me 
on ce,” said Mrs. Rice, “ that if I kn ew Mrs. 
Dood y I w ould n ’t call on her, an d she said it 
in a taun tin g way an d so loud that she could 
be heard a block aw uy.” 
Mrs. Marshall 
testified that she on ce lived on the same block 
w ith Mrs. Brad y for a mon th an d then bad 
to move. 
“ She is a terror,” said Mrs M ar­ 
shall, “ an d L tr ton gue is always goin g.” 
Mrs. Stran ahun , who lives opposite Mrs. 
Brady, testified that 6he began to abuse her 
and her son the day they moved there, and 


she had n ot stopped yet. 
Mrs. Dood y’s hus­ 
ban d was the last witn ess for the prosecution 
an d he told in plain lan guage w hat the woman 
had said d urin g the past }’ear. 
His story 
shocked Jud ge, jury an d prosecutor. 
Mrs. 
Brad y 
then 
came 
on 
the 
stan d in 
her 
own 
d efen se, 
an d 
d en ied 
the 
accusation s 
in 
a 
straightforw ard 
an d 
d egn ified 
man n er. 
Two 
colored women 
who lived opposite her testified that they had 
n ever heard her scold . 
Mr. Brad y, wbi is a 
little man , got excited when tryin g to sup 
port his wife, whereupon the prosecutor 
asked him how much he weighed before he 
was married . 
The usual argum en ts of the 
lawyers followed , after which the jury wen t 
out. 
The d oor of the jury room had hard ly 
been locked when the foreman an n oun ced 
that a verd ict had been reached . Mrs. Brad y 
looked as though she expected an acquittal, 
but when she heard the verd ict of guilty she 
assumed a bold an d d efian t air. 
She wen t 
home un d er bail, an d will be sen ten ced later 
in the week. 
The statute of New Jersey again st common 
scold s is au old on e, an d it is so lon g sin ce a 
con viction was had un d er it that it has been 
treated as obsolete. 
The pen alty is a certain 
n um ber of d uckin gs in a pon d , the n umber 
liein g proportion ed to the scold in g ability of 
the culprit. 
It is believed that the Jud ge 
will n ot sen ten ce the woman to be d ucked , 
but will fin d some other pun ishmen t un d er 
the law for misd emean ors. 
The common law on the subject of a “ com­ 
mon scold ," which is applicable to all states 
that have n ot specific statutes, is as follows:

c o m m u n ix rim trL c 
(fo r nur law-Latln co nfines it to the fem inine g en ­ 
d e r 1 is a public nuisance to her neig hbo rho o d. 
For 
w hich o ffense she may he indicted: and if co nvicted, 
slialil he sentenced to be placed in a certain eng ine 
o f co rrectio n called the trebucket. enstig ato ry or 
cu c kin g sto o l, which in th e Sax o n lang uag e is said 
to sig n ify the sco lding sto o l; tho ug h no w it is fre­ 
quently co rrupted into dxxckxn a sto o l, because the 
residue o f the judg m ent is that w hen she is so 
placed therein, she shall !« • plung ed in the water 
fo r her punishm ent. 


This pen alty will probably suffice in an y 
ease which may be regard ed by an y court 
as sufficien tly aggravated to merit pun ish­ 
men t. 
Here in New Y'ork the “ common 
scold ” can n ot escape, if she becomes a n ui­ 
san ce to her n eighbors. She can be pun ished 
un d er the common law, or un d er the statute 
relatin g to n uisan ces an d classin g them as 
misd emean ors. 
W hether in New York or 
New Jersey, the way of this sort of tran s­ 
gressor is in d an ger of becomin g very hard .

For the 
volume ot busin ess is n ot “ d epressed ” but i> 
larger than it has been in an y previous year. 
T he paymen ts mad e through all Clearin 
Houses outsid e of New York d urin g the first 
half of 1889 exceed ed the paymen ts d urin 
the first half of 1888 by 10.8 per cen t. 
If it 
be supposed that paym en ts at Boston , Phila­ 
d elphia an d Chicago were swelled by mere 
speculation , yet the tran saction s at the re­ 
m ain in g cities show an in crease of 9 per cen t. 
Nearly the whole of tbe paym en ts are mad e 
at twen ty-two cities, where the volume of 
busin ess thus measured has this year been 51 
per cen t, greater than in 1880, an d greater 
than in an y other year. 
Therefore it can n ot 
be said that there is “ d epression in busin ess 
as respects the volume-of tran saction s.” 
Two bran ches of m an ufacture have been 
un favorably affected of late, the woolen by 
excessive importation s, an d the iron b yasud 
d en d ecrease in con sumption . 
The d ecision s 
of a Democratic Ad m in istration , con trary t 
the con trollin g in ten t of the act which that 
Ad m in istration professed to in terpret, were 
the chief cause of such d epression as exists in 
the woolen m an ufacture, an il those d ecision : 
have been reversed . 
The excess of prod uc­ 
tion over con sumption of iron is main ly d ue 
to the d eclin e in railroad build in g. 
In 1887 
the build in g of n ew railroad s required about 
1,:100,00b ton s of rails; d urin g the first half 
of 1889 on ly 1,410 miles of railroad have 
been built, requirin g about 141,000 ton s of 
rails. 
In con sequen ce, n otwithstan d in g a 
great in crease in the con sum ption of iron in 
other uses, the gen eral d em an d for iron has 
d imin ished . 
At the same time there has 
been an aston ishin gly rapid in crease in pro­ 
d uction , out of all proportion to an y reason 
ably expected in crease in con sumption . 
In 
part this expan sion was d ue to speculative 
operation s in real estate, but in the main to 
the rapid d evelopmen t of n ew sources of 
supply at the South. 
If there is n either d epression in the volume 
of busin ess as a whole, n or in an y perman en t 
sen se in Hie two in d ustries men tion ed , what 
d o Democratic journ als mean by con stan tly 
repeatin g the phrase ? 
It is merely a cheap 
appeal to prejud ice—an effort by persisten t 
reitern tioT to create the popular n otion that 
gen eral misfortun e has followed a chan ge 
of 
Ad min istration ? 
The 
workin gmen 
throughout the coun try are n ot to be thus 
d eceived , for they are aware that, except in 
the two in d ustries n amed , they have on 
the whole better wages than they received in 
an y past year, an d in iron an d woolen 
works there lias been on ly a mod erate reac­ 
tion in wages at on ly a part of the works. 
Labor is on tbe whole better employed than 
usual, an d evid en ce of the fact may Ik* seen 
in the record s showin g that strikes are fewer 
an d less serious than in other years. 
The n otion of gen eral d epression , so far as 
It is n ot on e of partisan origin ,seems to grow 
out of a con sciousn ess tlmt prod ucts are re­ 
m arkably cheap. 
T hat fact helps every con ­ 
sum er.

T hat 
prices "tend to a lower level is tha ripe fruit­ 
ag e o f advancing civilization. 
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The Tribu n e, in an article which we quote 
elsewhere very clearly exposes the falsehood 
of the con tin ual Democratic cry of “ busin ess 
d epression ." 
The facts d isprove the assump­ 
tion . 
They show that busin ess is “ pickin g 
up .”

a risin g ten d en cy. Every lin e of busin ess is 
prosperous except 
the 
woolen an d iron 
in d ustries. 
The form er was d epressed hv 
free trad e rulin gs in regard to waste wool 
an d worsted s, which thepresen t ad m in istra­ 
tion has reversed an d from the effects of 
which the trad e will soon recover; the d e­ 
clin e in the iron trad e is d ue to a cessation 
of railroad build in g for which n o party is 
respon sible, the simple reason bein g that 
there at presen t n o n ew field s to con quer. 
These are practical an d d emon strable facts, 
an d they fully an swer the silly charge of tbe 
Democrats timt busin ess is d eclin in g in con ­ 
sequen ce of a chan ge of ad m in istration .

A Hudson County jury yesterday convicted 
Mrs. Mary Brady of Lafayette, N. J., of 
• being a common scold. 
Twenty witnesses 
testified that she was a public nuisance. The 
indictm ent had been found a week before, on 
the complaint of Mrs. W innifred Doodj’, her 
next-door neighbor. 
Mrs. I)oody was the 
first witness called at the trial. 
She said she 
Ix’came acquainted with Mrs. Brady a year 
ago last June, nnd had been wishing she 
hadn't ever since. 
They had been friends a 
month when Mrs. Brady began to scold. 
Then, whenever the witness went on the 
street, Mrs. Brady would say: "A h, here she 
comes, there she goes, the gray-haired old 
hag.” 
Mrs. Brady not only scolded Mrs. 
Doody hut all the rest of the neighbors. 
Mrs. Rice, a handsome young woman who 
sometimes called on Mrs. Doody, corrobo­ 
rated 
her 
testimony. 
"8ne 
told 
me 
once,” said Mrs. Rice, “ that if I knew Mrs. 
Doody I wouldn’t call on her, and she said it 
in a taunting way and so loud that she could 
be heard a block aw ay.” 
Mrs. Marshall 
testified that she once lived on the same block 
with Mrs. Brady for a m onth and then bad 
to move. 
“ She is a terror,” said Mrs Mar­ 
shall, “ and Ltr tongue is always going.” 
Mrs. Straunhan, who lives opposite Mrs. 
Brady, testified that she began to abuse her 
and her son the day they moved there, and

Ther<* have been fewer strikes aud 
smaller numbers engaged in them than in 
any previous year.

cheapened in the cost of production by im 
movements in farm machinery, and greatly 
reduced in price at the seaboard by the low 
erimr of the rates of transportation. 
W ages 
which have been going down for years, show 
a rising tendency. Every line of business is 
prosperous except 
the 
woolen and iron 
industries. 
The form er was depressed by 
free trade rulings in regard to waste wool 
and worsteds, which thepresent administra 
tion lias reversed and from the effects of 
which the trade w ill soon recover ; tlie de 
din e in the iron trade is due to a cessation 
of railroad building for which no party is 
responsible, the simple reason Iteing that 
there at present no new fields to con (pier 
These arc practical and demonstrable facts 
and they fully answer the silly charge of the 
Democrats that business is declining in con 
sequence of a change of administration.

“ The present depression in business,” 
phrase which one secs almost every day in 
some journals—what does it mean ? 
Partly 
ignorance and partly partisanship. 
For the 
volume ot business is not “ depressed” but 
larger than it lias been in any previous year 
The payments made through all Clcarin 
Houses outside of New-York during the first 
half of 1889 exceeded the payments during 
the first half of 1888 by 10.8 per cent. 
If 
lie supposed that payments at Boston, Phil 
delpliia and Chicago were swelled by mere 
speculation, yet the transactions at the 
rnaining c ities show an increase of 9 per cent 
Nearly the whole of the payments are made 
at twenty two cities, where the volume of 
business thus measured has this year been 5 
per cent, greater than in 1880, and greate 
than in any other year. 
Therefore it cannot 
be said that there is “ depression in busine 
as respects the volume of transactions.” 
Two branches of manufacture have been 
unfavorably affected of late, the woolen by 
excessive importations, and the iron by a sud 
den decrease in consumption. 
The decisions 
of a Democratic Administration, contrary to 
the controlling intent of the act which that 
Administration professed to interpret, were 
the chief cause of such depression as exists i 
the woolen manufacture, and those decision 
have been reversed. 
The excess of ptoduc 
lion over consumption of iron is mainly due 
to the decline iu railroad building. 
In 1887 
the building of new railroads required about 
1,800,000 tons of rails; during the first half 
of 1889 only 1,410 miles of railroad hav 
been built, requiring about 141,000 tons of 
rails. 
In conseciuence, notwithstanding 
great increase in the consumption of iron in 
other uses, the general demand for iron has 
diminished. 
At the same time there has 
been an astonishingly rapid increase in pro 
duction, out of all proportion to any reason 
ably expected increase in consumption. 
In 
part this expansion was due to speculative 
operations in real estate, but in the main 
the rapid development of new sources of 
supply at the South. 
If there is neither depression in the volume 
of business as a whole, nor in any permanent 
sense in llie two industries mentioned, what 
do Democratic journals mean by constantly 
repenting the phrase ? 
It is merely a cheap 
appeal to prejudice—an effort by persistent 
reiteration to create the popular notion that 
general misfortune has followed a change 
of 
Administration ? 
The 
workingmen 
throughout the country are not to be thus 
deceived, for they are aware that, except in 
the two industries named, they have 
the whole better wages than they received in 
any past year, and in 
iron nnd woolen 
works there has been only a moderate reac­ 
tion in wages at only a part of the works. 
Labor is on the whole better employed than 
usual, and evidence of the fact may Ik* seen 
in the records showing that strikes are fewer 
aud less serious than in other years. 
The notion of general depression, so far as 
It is not one of partisan origin,seems to grow 
out of a consciousness that products arc re­ 
m arkably cheap. 
T hat fact helps every con­ 
sumer. 
It swells the wages of every wage- 
earner. 
But is it properly called "depression 
in business”? Let it be remembered that 
prices of furm and other bulky products, if 
thcie had been absolutely no change for a 
generation in the cost of production, would 
necessarily fall at the principal markets with 
the marvellous decline in the cost of trans­ 
portation. 
Then let it be remembered also 
that the wonderful inventions of the last 
twenty years and the great changes effected 
in the oroducti'encss of human labor have 
steadily rt duced the cost of production. T hat 
prices "tend to a lower level is lb« ripe fruit­ 
age of advancing civilization.

A corresp ondent of the Wa shing to n Sta r 
writes: “ The Shah, in his p resent journey to 
Europ e, is acconjp nnied by 70 indiv iduals, 
from ministers to ordinary attendants. 
T his 
seems a large number, hut it is a mete trifle 
comp ared w ith the multitude that forms his 
cortege when lie trav els in Persia. 
In the 
first p lace, wherev er a halt is made, excep t at 
a few p arks where he has stationary p av ilions, 
tents m ust be sp read for the K ins and his 
suite, and also his wiv es, should any of them 
accomp any 
him. 
These tents are 
v ery 
sum p tuously decorated and are of v ast di­ 
mensions. 
A wall or screen of similar stuff 
with the tents is set up around the encam p ­ 
ment, adding m aterially to the amount of 
baggage. 
To the tents must he added many 
costly rugs and carp ets to sp read ov er the 
ground, and numerous mattresses, besides no 
end of cooking utensils and other im p edi­ 
ments. 
It 
is ev ident that any arm y of 
camels and sum p ter mules and horses are re­ 
quired to transp ort this 
p arap hernalia of 
royalty. 
A great baggage train is, therefore, 
sent ahead a day in adv ance, in order that 
on arriv ing at the camp ing-ground the Shall 
may find ev erything in readiness and the 
meal sm oking that shall ap p ease his august 
ap p etite. 
This baggage-train is still further 
increased, by the way, from the fact that 
there must be a double set of ev erything ; 
thus, while he is occup ying one cam p another 
Ls being p rep ared at the next station.” 
The rep ly of the Swiss Bundesrath to Gcr 
m any’s rep resentations in regard to Socialist 
refugees is civ il bu t defiant. 
It is a v indica­ 
tion of the rights of refugees, and of Swiss 
action towards German p olice agents. 
The 
communication led to the adop tion oi strin­ 
gent measures for the scrutiny of trav ellers 
crossing the Swiss frontier, baggage being 
mercilessly ov erhauled and goods wantonly 
searched an 1 delayed. The N a tio na l Zcitung 
denies that these regulations are rep risals, 
and declares th at they are due to directions 
from the imp erial customs officials, u nin­ 
fluenced by the Gov ernment. 
T he Swiss 
cantonal authorities, believ ing otherwise, di­ 
rect trav ellers to p roceed through Austrian 
territory, v ia Bregenz. 
The attitude of the 
Swiss Gov ernment is p robably strengthened 
by the knowledge that Prince Bism arck’s 
menaces to Swiss neutrality occasion dissatis­ 
faction. 
T he Emp eror has adv ised Prince 
Bismarck to modify his tone and thu s av oid 
aggrav ating the difficulty. 
As a result, the 
semi-official p ap ers are moderate in their ex­ 
p ressions of hostility towards Switzerland. 
Gov ernor Lowry, of Mississip p i, says he is 
determined to hav e the franchise of the 
Queen & Crescent Railroad forfeited on ac 
count of the p ait taken by its officers in the 
recent p rize fitrht. 
“ I v enture modestly the 
op inion,” lie says, “ that the law v iolated by 
the sluggers aud the Northeastern Railroad 
will be v indicated, notwithstanding the cor­ 
p oration had legal adv ice before they under 
took to handle the crowd. 
I p redict fu rther 
that the franchise has been forfeited, and will 
lie so declared.

A correspondent of Hie Washington Star 
writes: “ The Shah, in his present journey to 
Europe, is accompanied by TO individuals, 
from ministers to ordinary attendants. 
This 
seems a large number, hut it is a mere trifle 
compared with the m ultitude that forms his 
cortege when he travels in Persia. 
In the 
first place, wherever a halt is made, except at 
a few parks w here lie has stationary pavilions, 
tents must he spread for the King and his 
suite, and also his wives, should any of them 
accompany 
him. 
These tents arc 
very 
sumptuously decorated and are of vast di­ 
mensions. 
A wall or screen of similar stuff 
with the tents is set up around the encamp­ 
ment, adding materially to the amount of 
baggage. 
To the tents m ust be added many 
costly rugs and carpets to spread over the 
ground, and numerous mattresses, besides no 
end of cooking utensils and other im pedi­ 
ments. 
It 
is evident that any army of 
camels and sumpter mules and horses are re­ 
quired to transport this 
paraphernalia of 
royalty. 
A great baggage train is, therefore, 
sent ahead n day in advance, in order that 
on arriving at the (um ping ground the Shall 
may find everything in readiness and the 
meal smoking that shall appease his august 
appetite. 
This baggage train is still further 
increased, by the way, from the fact that 
there must Ire a double set of everything ; 
thus, while he is occupying one cam p another 
is tieing prepared at the next station.” 
The reply of tho Swiss Bundcsrnth to Ocr 
m any’s representations in regard to Socialist 
refugees is civil but defiant. 
It is a vindica­ 
tion of the rights of refugees, and of Sw iss 
action towards German | Hr I tee agents. 
Tile 
communication led to the adoption ol strin­ 
gent measures for the scrutiny of travellers 
crossing the Swiss frontier, baggage la ing 
mercilessly overhauled and goods w antonly 
searched an I delayed. fl he National Ztitung 
denies that these regulations are reprisals, 
and declares that they are due to directions 
from the imperial customs officials, unin­ 
fluenced by the Government.

cantonal authorities, believing otherwise, d i­ 
rect travellers to proceed through Austrian 
territory, via Rregenz. 
The utiitude of the 
Swiss Government is probably strengthened 
by the knowledge that Prince Bismarck’s 
menaces to Swiss neutrality occasion dissatis­ 
faction . 
The Emperor ha* advised Prince 
Bismarck to modify Ilia tone and thus avoid 
aggravating the difficulty. 
As a result, the 
semi ollicial [rapers are moderate in their ex ­ 
pressions of hostility towards Switzerland. 
Governor Lowry, of Mississippi, says be is 
determined to have the franchise of the 
Queen A Crescent Railroad forfeited on ac 
count of the fa it taken by its officers in the 
recent prize fight. 
“ I venture modestly the 
opinion,’’ he says, “ that the law violated by 
the sluggers and the Northeastern Railroad 
will l>e vindicated, notwithstanding the c »r 
position had legal advice before they under­ 
took lo bandle the crowd. 
I predict further 
that the franchise has been forfeited, anil w ill 
tie ac declared. 
If no*, a majority of the 
people of the State will want to seek other 
homes. 
A law abiding citizen would scorn 
and spit upon a government that would give 
to a corporation authority to defy laws, 
morals, civilization, and common decency. 
A common carrier, indeed ! 
Such excuse* 
w ill never be made In a court of law. 
The 
Attorney-General will prepare the projrer 
proceedings for forfeiture, and we wdl see­ 
the result* of handling defiantly sluggers and 
self-convleted law-breaker*.’’ 
Tho scandalous action of Attorney General 
Ashford of Hawaii in a suit threatens to 
overthrow the Government licit came into 
power in the Sandwich Islands two years 
ago. 
His father in law recently shot down a 
man, and w hen the trial came on the A tter 
uey General asked for a nolle prat., as the 
chief w itness had left tile inland. 
The Court, 
having been informed that Ashford had paid 
fttOO to the w itness lo go away, ordered the 
ease for triul. 
This enraged Ashford, who 
claimed a Crow n Prosecutor’* right to say 
whether a case should be tried or not, and be 
refused to proceed. 
T he Court accordingly 
sentenced him to 24 hours' imprisonment for 
contempt, and lie was in jail when the lust 
steamer left the island. 
A Cabinet crisis is 
expected to follow. 
Tire clay model of Henry W ard Beecher, 
designed by Ward, of Brooklyn, is now com ­ 
p eted , and is said to la* an artlatic ruccess. 
The statue is to be nine feet high, and repre­ 
sents Mr. Beecher in the attitude most fatuil 
iar to his friends, that of repose. 
He stands 
erect, with his ann* hanging straight down 
at Iii* Bides. 
He wears over his usual suit of 
broadcloth the long overcoat with the m ili­ 
tary cape. and in bis left hand lie lightly 
holds the familiar slouch lint. 
Monday evening an unknown man, heavily 
arm ed, attempted to rob two quarrym en 
three mile* from W ashburn, Wis. 
While 
searching one of the men the footpad was 
shot dead tty the other, the bullet from a 
heavy revolver passing through the high­ 
wayman's heart. A Coroner’* jury yesterday 
returned a verdict of justifiable homicide.

A correspondent of the Washington Star 
writes: “ The Shah, in his present journey to 
Europe, is accompanied by 70 individuals, 
from ministers to ordinary attendants. 
This 
seems a large number, but it is a m ete trifle 
compared with the multitude that fortm his 
cortege when he travels in Persia. 
In the 
first place, wherever a halt is made, except at 
a few parks where he liasstationary pavilions, 
tents must he spread for the K ing and his 
suite, and also his wives, should any of them 
accompany 
him. 
These tents are 
very 
sumptuously decorated and are of vast di­ 
mensions. 
A wall or screen of similar stuff 
with the tents is set up around the encamp­ 
ment, adding materially to the amount of 
baggage. 
To the tents must he added many 
costly rugs and carpets to spread over the 
ground, and numerous mattresses, besides no 
end of cooking utensils and other im pedi­ 
ments. 
It 
is evident that any army of 
camels and sumpter mules and horses ure re­ 
quired to transport this 
paraphernalia of 
royalty. 
A great baggage train is, therefore, 
sent ahead a day in advance, in order that 
on arriving at the camping-ground the Shah 
may find everything in readiness and the 
meal sm oking that shall appease his august 
appetite. 
This baggage-train is still further 
increased, by the way, from the fact that 
there must he a double set of everything ; 
thus, while he is occupying one camp another 
is being prepared at the next station.” 
The reply of the Swiss Bnndesrnth to Ger­ 
many’s representations in regard to Socialist 
refugees is civil but defiant. 
It is a vindica­ 
tion of the rights of refugees, and of Swiss 
action towards German police agents. 
The 
communication led to the adoption of strin­ 
gent measures for the scrutiny of travellers 
crossing the Swiss frontier, baggage being 
mercilessly overhauled and goods wantonly 
searched an 1 delayed, 'lite N ational Zcitung 
denies that these regulations are reprisals, 
and declares that they are due to directions 
from the imperial customs officials, unin­ 
fluenced by the Government. 
T he Swiss 
cantonal authorities, believing otherwise, di­ 
rect travellers to proceed through Austrian 
territory, via Bregenz. 
The attitude of the 
Swiss Government is probably strengthened 
l>y the knowledge that Prince Bismarck’s 
menaces to Swisj neutrality occasion dissatis­ 
faction. 
The Emperor has advised Prince 
Bismarck to modify his tone and thus avoid 
aggravating the difficulty. 
As a result, the 
semi-official papers are moderate in their ex ­ 
pressions of hostility towards Switzerland. 
Governor Lowry, of Mississippi, says he is 
determined to have the franchise of the 
Queen & Crescent Railroad forfeited on ac­ 
count of the pait taken by its ottieers in the 
recent prize fight. 
“ I venture modestly the 
opinion,” lie savs, “ that the law violated by 
the sluggers and the Northeastern Railroad 
will be vindicated, notwithstanding the cor­ 
poration had legal advice before they under­ 
took to handle the crowd. 
1 predict further 
that the franchise has been forfeited, and will 
be so declared. 
If no*, a majority of the 
people of the State will want to seek other 
homes. 
A law-abiding citizen would scorn 
and spit upon a government that would give 
to a corporation authority to defy laws, 
morals, civilization, and common decency 
A common carrier, indeed ! 
Such excuses 
will never be made in a court of law. 
The 
Attorney-General w ill prepare the proper 
proceedings for forfeiture, and we will see 
the results o f handling defiantly sluggers and 
self-convicted law-breakers." 
Tho scandalous action of Attorney General 
Ashford of Hawaii in a suit threatens to 
overthrow the Government that came into 
power in the Sandwich Islands two years 
ago. 
His father-in-law recently shot down a 
man. and when the trial came on the A ttor­ 
ney General asked for a nolle pros., as the 
chief witness had left the island. 
The Court, 
having been informed that Ashford had paid 
$600 to the witness to go away, ordered the 
case for trial. 
This enraged Ashford, who 
claimed a Crown Prosecutor’s right to say 
whether a case should be tried or not, and he 
refused to proceed. 
The Court accordingly 
sentenced him to 24 hours' imprisonment for 
contempt, and he was in jail when the last 
steamer left the island. 
A Cabinet crisis is 
expected to follow. 
The clay model of Henry Ward Beecher, 
designed by Ward, of Brooklyn, is now com ­ 
pleted, ami is said to be an artistic success.

If this w> re done, the Lieft- 
tenant-Gov< raor gave bis auditors to understand 
th at the Trustees of Public Buildings would, in all 
probability, appoint a keeper..

would not.

WAS A MAN BURNED TO DEATH? 


T h e F ire In O 'K e illy ’» W oods a t A b o n t 1 
O ’clo ck T h is H o rn in g . 
A t about 1 o ’clock this m orning fire was 
discovered in a barn located in O ’Reilly’s 
W oods, opi>osite C ity H all. 
M embers of 
W einer Hose C om pany poured w ater on the 
barn, but the flames w ere lieyond control. A 
cow-house adjoining caught fire, and this, 
w ith the barn, 
was burned to the ground. 
A nother barn near by was in danger. Sparks 
were carried by the w ind upon roofs of 
houses in W iltw yck. 
In the barn consum ed there w ere about a 
ton of hay, a quan tity of straw ,three wagons, 
farm ing im plem ents, a “ heater,” and other 
articles, all of w hich w ere destroyed. 
In the debris this forenoon w hat appeared 
to lie the arm s, skull, shoulder-blade and leg 
hones of a m an w ere found. 
Mrs. Cecelia II. O ’Reilly, the ow ner of the 
property , told a reporter of T h e F r e e m a n 
that she did not know how the bones came to 
be there. 
She continued: “ It is possible that 
last night som e tram p entered the barn to 
sleep and probably set hay on fire w ith sparks 
from a lighted pipe and was burned to 
death—that i*, if the hones are those of a 
hum an being. 
C ertain it is that the fire was 
of an incendiary origin. 
H eretofore tram ps 
have broken open the doors and slept there 
Officer Sullivan one night saw a stranger 
w alking around the barn w ith a lighted m atch 
in his h an d .” 
T he bcnes w ere found near one of the 
doors, and w ere burned alm ost to a crisp. 
Mrs. O’Reilly says the property was insured 
iu George C. Preston’s agency for $1,100, 
and that the insuiauce will not cover the 
loss.

tile’s head, for w hen Mrs. Keen went closer 
to exam ine into the injuries done to her pail 
as well as to see how the snaae liked its berry 
bath, she found the head had been nearly 
severed from the body.
